As you read this Bulletin and visit BCS, 
you can't help but sense the exciting, 
dynamic environment that is the 
School these days. As Lewis Evans 
notes, you may become a bit wistful about missing 
what's there now. But do take the risk: it's a won- 
derful place and you are an important part of it. 

Lewis also mentioned our vision. We want to be, 
and to be known as, the world's favourite boarding 
school, a school that provides a richness of life expe- 
riences that can't be found elsewhere. We will do 
this by combining a stimulating academic pro- 
gramme with co-curricular activities that speak to 
the heart, soul and mind of each of our students — a 
contemporary interpretation of our motto, Recti 
Cultus Vector a Roborant.. All this takes place on a 
magnificent campus, a safe and caring 24/7 envi- 
ronment, with individual attention and a world 
view that embraces the diversity of our students, 
mirroring the emerging Canada. 

A lot of this is of course happening already. The 
School adopted a strategic plan in 1998 that focused 
on academic excellence. Then, BCS launched a cap- 
ital campaign that raised over $15m for facilities, 
programmes and endowment. This fall, the 
Headmaster appointed a new Deputy Head for 
Academic Life, Daphne Nelson, and BCS becomes 
the first school in the country to equip all its stu- 
dents with Tablet PC's. 

In this year's First Fruits competition in 
Montreal, 49% of all English-language prose and 
poetry accepted for publication, 43% of the French- 
language pieces and one-third of the artistic pieces 
were from this small school in Lennoxville. All 
members of the graduating class were accepted to 
the college or university of their choice, including 
the country's top engineering and business pro- 
grammes.

New Prefect System 



At the beginning of the year a committee was formed 
(including both staff & students) to look at and pos- 
sibly overhaul the Prefect system. This they did. After 
many early morning meetings the following was agreed 
upon: 

■ Students are invited to submit a CV in applying for 
the position of Prefect.

Ondaatje Endeavour 

Throughout my life I have always wanted to push myself 
to the limit, to see what I can do, to know I can compete 
with anyone. When I heard of the 
Ondaatje trip to Peru, I knew it was 
a perfect opportunity. Not only were 
we going to bike 400km, we were 
going to do it in a country I had 
never dreamed of visiting. I had no idea what to expect, 
knowing very little about the landscape or the inhabitants. I 
was selected, along with Christiana Fizet, Juno Park, Kelli 
O'Reilly, and two teachers, Joel Fines and Francois Tessier. 
Months before the expedition, I tried to imagine what it 
would be like to see the endless deserts on either side of the 
road, how it would feel to stand on top of the ancient ruins of 
Machu Picchu. To prepare for this trip, I cycled two hours and 
did five basketball practices of ninety minutes per week. 

The goal of our trip was to complete by bicycle several 
legs of our tour through different sections of Peru. On bik- 
ing days, we were up at 5 o'clock to pack up our campsite 
and still get on the road before being hit by the blazing 
heat. Some days in the desert the temperatures would top 
out well above 35 degrees, so even when we were resting 
we were soaked with sweat. 

Experiencing the Peruvian culture was one of the things 
I will remember most. We ate in the local restaurants where 
a meal for one person (including soup) would cost rough- 
ly five soles, or two Canadian dollars. The afternoons were 
spent touring the area we stayed in and learning about the 
culture of Peru. We flew over the Nasca lines and climbed 
up to countless ruins, usually perched on top of the sur- 
rounding mountains. To put a cap on our trip we visited 
Machu Picchu, thought to have been a resort for the Incas. 
It is still in incredible condition due to the fact it went 
undiscovered until the early 1900s. 

We were very lucky: there were no accidents, and the 

bikes were never damaged (we did suffer four flat tires,

Founded in 1956 by HRH Prince Philip, Duke of 
Edinburgh, the Award aims to develop character, leadership 
and personal discipline in youth. As of 2004, nearly four mil- 
lion young people have been involved worldwide. 

Introduced to Canada in 1963, the Duke of Edinburgh's 
Award is open to all young people between the ages of 14 and 
25. The Award currently attracts some 30,000 participants 
annually and is operational in all 10 provinces and three 
territories. 

There are three levels to the award: Bronze, Silver, and 
Gold - each with an increasing degree of commitment.

Reunion at Balmoral Castle 

After taking command of the Fort St. Helen Garrison 
of the 78th Highlanders Regiment in 2003, Major

During the forty-five minute performance, which 
included pipes, drums, sword dancing and an 18th centu- 
ry musket drill, The Queen remarked to Major Stuart how 
thoughtful it was, "to have brought such fine Canadian 
weather with you." Major Stuart replied that it had, "noth- 
ing to do with us, it is Her Majesty's presence that brought 
the sun out to shine." 

The highlight of the day came after the parade when 
The Queen and Prince Philip walked among the regimen- 
tal ranks to shake hands with all in attendance; even those 
lads whose hands were still covered in gun powder.

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The BCS teachers were surprised last May when 
the Headmaster announced the new Tablet PC 
initiative of the School for the coming year. 
Since then, over the summer, we have had an 
opportunity to explore the potential of this new technolo- 
gy and it is very exciting indeed. 

The convertible Tablet PC, which has been 
provided to every student in the School, can 
be used as a simple laptop computer, consist- 
ing of a screen with the traditional keyboard 
and mouse. Alternatively, in slate mode, an 
electronic pen replaces the keyboard and 
mouse. This option allows both students and 
teachers to hand- write class notes, comments, 
papers and other documents. The unit comes 
with impressive software capable of translat- 
ing these words and letters into editable clear 
text which may then be saved in other soft- 
Song Yeop Lee (BCS '04) ware such as Microsoft Word. The software 
using the new Tablet PC therefore allows anno tation of any document and will be 

of great use in the editing and correcting of essays, lab 
reports, etc. Other features of the Tablet PC include a com- 
plete set of drawing tools and powerful speech recognition 
software, which may prove of especially great value for 
students with some types of learning difficulties as it 
allows the input of text using the spoken word. 

The Tablet PC also has a built-in wireless adaptor which 
connects to the school network, enabling students to save 
all their notes, assignments, and papers either on their hard 
drive or on the school server. This wireless networking 
allows access to information and the Internet wherever the 
student or teacher is on campus. Students are, for example, 
able to e-mail their assignments directly to their teachers 
and receive feedback in the same way. 

The Tablet PC initiative coincides with the opening of 
the newly renovated Pattison Science building and this 
promises to be very exciting for those of us who teach 




Science. Each science class- 
room/lab has been provided 
with an LCD projector. These 
are ideal for projecting videos 
or computer software onto a 
screen allowing students to fol- 
low the presentation. Class data 
can be collated and projected 
for immediate analysis and dis- 
cussion and, with the Tablet PC 
connected to the projection 
unit, teachers are able both to 
project and save hand-written 

class notes. One obvious advantage of this feature is that 
students who miss class for whatever reason will have 
available to them the teacher's class notes. 

In the biology lab, our new Moticam Digital camera 
will convert standard biological or stereomicroscopes into 
more powerful digital learning tools. With its powerful 
Motic Images software, it enhances learning by letting stu- 
dents capture, save, measure, and manipulate microscopy 
images either as real-time live videos or as still images. We 
believe that having these abilities will engage our students' 
interest and foster active participation in the lab investiga- 
tions. Students are encouraged to use this technology to 
create their own multimedia science presentations, in line 
with the recommendations of the new Quebec Education 
Programme. 

Introduction and integration of the new technologies 
into every aspect of academic life at BCS adds new dimen- 
sions to both teaching and learning this year. We have 
some idea of the changes that the Tablet PC will bring to 
us but only in actually using it will we discover the true 
potential we have provided for our students.
